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‘Are You Paying for Better Grade 
Of Eggs Than You Are Getting? 


By SYDNEY

Are you paying for Grade A eggs ©—————_—_———_ 


and getting Grade B, for 93-score, 
butter and getting 92 or 91, for 
fresh poultry and getting frozen, 
for high-grade canned goods and 
getting medium-grade, for “extra- 
special” margarine and getting 
just—margarine? } 

There are indications that many| 
times you are. Not that there’s 
anything wrong with the lower 
grades. In fact, as reported here| 
a number of times, food experts 
say there’s the same nutrition in! 
the lower as the expensive higher 
grades (in the case of meat some- 
times the lower grades are even 
more nutritious). 


But you can’t feed your family 
at reasonable cost if you pay the 
price of the higher grade and get 
the lower grade anyway. 

The Rhode Island Agricultural 
Experiment Station and the U. S 
Agriculture Department made a 
joint survey. They found that 96 
per cent of the eggs purchased by 
605 housewives were supposed to 
be Grade A, but only 67 per cent 
were actually Grade A while nearly} 
28 per cent were B and 5 per cent 
graded C, after an average of four 
days from time of purchase. 

Moreover, it was found that of 
the eggs bought as Jumbo or Ex- 
tra-Large, only half actually were 
that big, while of the eggs sup- 
posed to be Large, only 32 per cent 
made that, weight. 


SAME GOES FOR BUTTER 


The same often happens when 
you buy butter. Not long ago this| 
writer had tests made of 12 lead-| 
ing brands sold as the best grade 
(93-score). Only one actually 
graded 93. The others turned out 
to be 92, 91, and one was only 90. 

In margarine a number of 
brands are being represented as 
extra-nutritious, and command up 
to 30 cents a pound while you find 
several low-priced brands like 
Nutley’s and Happy Boy selling 
for as little as 21 cents. But ail 
brands, no matter what the price, 
must meet the same Federal stand- 
ards which require all margarine 
to have at least 80 per cent of | 
some kind of edible oil plus 15,000} 
units of vitamin A. | 

Very often tests of canned vege- 
tables and fruits have found ex- 
pensive brands claiming to be top- 
grade actually were only Grade B, 
while cheaper brands were often 
found to be as good and sometimes 
even higher in grade. | 
MONEY SAVING TIPS 

There are two money-saving 
tips to be gained from these facts: 

1. Don’t buy top-price top-grade 
foods anyway. Grades B and C 
have exactly the same nourish- 
ment. In eggs and butter, the only 
difference between Grades A and 
B may be subtle distinction in 
flavor and appearance that often 
only an expert food grader can de- 
termine. The proof of the pudding 
is that the last time you went to 
the store you probably bought 
some Grade B foods thinking they 
were Grade A, and you didn’t 
know the difference. 

In canned produce the chief dif- 
ference among Grade A, B and C 
is appearance. For example, Grade 
C canned peaches may contain 
pieces of irregular shape, and may
